I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the 
borough  for  the  year  1944,  which  by  direction  of  Circular  49/45 
is  again  an  interim  report.  *  ' 


The  death  rate,  though  again  lower  than  for  the  previous 
year  (15.0),  continued  somewhat  higher  than  that  for  England  &  Wales 
The  birth  rate  of  24.0  was  the  highest  recorded  since  1921,  but  here" 
allowance  should  be  made  for  the  absence  of  many  adult  males  from 
the  civil  population. 


No  case  of  sickness  or  invalidity  has  been  specially  note¬ 
worthy  during  the  year  and  detailed  comparison  of  statistical 
rates  continues  of  little  value  owing  to  abnormal  migration. 

I  would  report  that  the  personnel  of  this  department, 
considerably  handicapped  by  large  scale  reduction  at  the  time  of 
coastal  evacuation,  has  continued  to  give  willing  service  with  the 
increased  work  occasioned  by  the  steady  return  of  mothers  and  young 
children  into  the  area.  Particularly  noteworthy  has  been  the 
effort  of  health  visitors  towards  securing  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  of  a  high  proportion  of  infants  under  5  years. ° 

With  relaxation  from  war  conditions  in  Europe  I  venture  to 
hope  that  blast  walls  and  civil  defence  fixtures  will  be  removed 
from  welfare  centres  without  undue  delay  and  that  the  existing 
premises  may  be  improved  for  greater  convenience  in  handling  the 
increasing  work  being  allocated  to  welfare  and  school  medical 
departments .

Comment  on  Vital  Statistics 

The  continued  higher  death  rate  relative  to  England  &  Wales  is 
explicable  by  the  unfavourable  age  distribution  of  the  present  local 
civilian  population,  the  reduction  from  the  figure  of  15.0  for  1943 
being  due  almost  wholly  to  the  fa^l  from  the  preceding  year  in  deaths 
due  to  war  operations . 

The  exceptional  birth  rate  of  24.0  has  not  the  significance  it 
would  have  in  normal  years  and  in  any  case  the  figure  of  total  births 
for  the  first  six  months  of  1945  suggests  that  1944  will  be  a  peak 
year  unlikely  to  be  repeated. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  compares  favourably  with 
that  for  England  &  Wales  and  suggests  that  the  isolated  unfavourable 
figure  for  1943  was  partly  caused  by  difficult  environmental  and 
housing  conditions  due  to  war  damage  and  shelter  life  during  that 
year . 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  fell  slightly  from  9.2 
in  1943  to  8.8.  Also  for  1944  the  mortality  rate  for  illegitimate 
infants  is  no  less  than  for  legitimate  births,  suggesting  that  the 
increasing  social  help  now  being  provided  for  unmarried  mothers 
contributes  to  a  favourable  survival  rate  of  their  infants. 


B.  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  professional  staff  since 
the  last  annual  report. 

Midwifery  Service.  The  municipal  midwifery  scheme  continues  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  midwives  of  the  Lowestoft  &  District  Nursing 
Association,  under  subsidy  from  the  Local  Supervising  Authority. 
During  the  year  almost  all  domiciliary  confinements  within  the  area 
were  conducted  by  the  midwives  of  that  voluntary  body,  acting  as 
maternity  nurses  on  123  occasions  and  as  midwives  in  304  cases. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Association  worked  under  the  greatest  diffi¬ 
culty  through  shortage  of  midwives  but  after  much  representation 
adequate  staff  was  finally  obtained.  The  number  of  summonses  for 
medical  assistance  to  midwives  was  138. 

Maternity  Services.  Ten  complicated  maternity  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Lowestoft  Hospital  on  the  responsibility  of  the  welfare 
authority.  In  addition  the  evacuation  of  106  mothers  to  reception 
area  maternity  hostels  was  arranged  up  till  mid-July  1944,  when 
such  Ministry  of  Health  scheme  was  discontinued  for  this  coastal 
area.  With  the  termination  of  the  above  facility  there  has  locally 
been  considerable  search  for  accommodation  for  institutional 
confinement  by  reason  either  of  unsatisfactory  domicile  or  lack  of 
available  attendance..  Such  local  demand  cannot  yet  be  met-,  since 
the  Lowestoft  &  North  Suffolk  Hospital  can  only  admit  complicated 
obstetric  cases  and  no  private  nurs-ing  home  has  yet  been  re¬ 
established  in  the  area.  Considerable  hardship  and  some  privation 
has  occurred  in  a  number  of  cases  and  there  continues  a  marked 
local  need  for  lying-in  accommodation  for  a  proportion  of  the  total 
normal  midwifery  cases. 

In  one  domiciliary  emergency  use  was  made  of  the  E.M.S.  plasma 
transfusion  stocks  for  resuscitation,  under  the  existing  scheme  by 
which  the  local  authority  finances  such  facility.  A  whole-blood 
transfusion  was  also  given  through  this  scheme  to  one  case  of 
puerperal  pyrexia  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  benefit  obtained 
fr<Mn  such  transfusion  is  often  dramatic  and  the  scheme  proves 
exceedingly  beneficial  for  the  occasional  cases  requiring  such. 

The  services  of  home  helps  were  paid  for  by  the  welfare 
authority  either  in  whole  or  part  in  six  cases,  while  other  appli¬ 
cants  not  falling  within  the  scale  determining  necessity  were  put 
in'  direct  touch  with  available  persons  open  to  engagement  on  the 
list  kept  by  the  health  department.  The  scarcity  continues  of 
persons  suitable  and  willing  to  undertake  such  service. 

No  maternal  death  from  puerperal  causes  occurred  in  the  area 
during  the  year. 

Maternity  &  Child  Welfare 

Heavy  pressure  continued  throughout  the  year  on  the  municipal 
antenatal  clinics,  where  expectant  mothers  may  obtain  certificates 
for  the  Ministry  of  Pood  priority  measures  and  the  many  other 
certificates  dictated  by  wartime  scarcities.  Nearly  ninety  per 
cent  of  expectant  mothers  attended  at  s-ome  time  during  pregnancy, 
including  a  number  who  arranged  to  be  confined  outside  the  borough. 
Shortage  of  staff  and  inadequate  accommodation  caused  some 
occasional  crowding.  Routine  examination  and  guidance  continues 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  district  midwives  who  actually  attend 
practically  all  the  domiciliary  confinements  in  the  borough,  stress 
being  thus  laid  upon  the  primarily  physiological  nature  of  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  childbirth. 

The  three  child  welfare  centres  continued  their  work  during  the 
year.  At  every  session  of  both  these  and  the  antenatal  centres 
distribution  continued  under  the  Ministry  of  Food  schemes  of  cod 
liver  oil,  fruit  juices  and  vitamin  oil  capsules  for  expectant 


mothers.  These  facilities  continue  to  increase  in  popularity, 
while  Notional  Dried  Milk  has  almost  displaced  other  dried 
products  in  the  artificial  feeding  of  infants.  The  distribution 
counter  has  also  become  an  Information  centre  for  many  matters 
affecting  maternal  and  child  welfare  in  wartime  and  for  the  sale 
of  Ministry  of  Food  publications  on  nutrition. 

Health  Visiting  The  routine  work  has  been  continued  as  far 
os  allowed  by  the  greatly  reduced  staff  on  pre-war  establishment. 
Regular  visitation  of  children  under  5  years  is  also  hampered  by 
abnormal  movements  of  the  child  population. 

In  the  course  of  house  visitation  health  visitors  have  in¬ 
structions  (under  Circular  2831)  to  give  helpful  advice  to  house¬ 
holders  towards  improving  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
habits  and  to  combat  infestation  by  head  lice.  Where  head  in¬ 
festation  comes  to  their  notice  as  school  nurses  advice  is  offered 
to  the  members  of  the  household  both  under  and  over  school  age 
with  the  object  of  stamping  out  foci  of  family  infestation,  lethane 
hair  oil  being  proffered  for  such  purpose. 

C .  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Mr*  W.  Haworth,  additional  sanitary  inspector,  resigned  as 
from  March  1944  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  R.  F.  Knowles,  who  commenced 
duties  in  May  1944.  The  staff,  therefore,  continued  under  the 
reduced  number  of  two  inspectors  and  only  work  of  a  nature  necessary 
to  avoid  nuisance  was  undertaken  during  the  year. 

Water  During  the  year  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of 
its  several  parts  has  continued  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  in 
quantity.  A  very  few  wells  supply  Individual  houses,  mostly 
situate  on  the  outskirts  .of  the  borough,  but  almost  all  dwellings 
are  directly  piped  from  the  constant  supply  mains,  apart  from  a 
few  isolated  groups  of  caravans  and  hutments  taking  sapply  from  a 
common  standpipe. 

The  local  water  undertaking  carries  out  regular  chemical  and 
bacteriological  sampling  both  of  raw  water  and  of  the  filtered 
and  chlorinated  supply.  The  raw  water,  examined  bacteriologically 
on  nine  occasions,  was  always  reported  to  be  normal  and  satisfact¬ 
ory  for  a  raw  water.  A  further  forty-seven  bacteriological 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year  at  various  stages  of  filtration 
and  chlorination,  the  reports  upon  which  were  all  satisfactory* 
Twenty-four  bacteriological  samples  of  the  town  supply  water  were 
divided  between  two  independent  analysts,  all  reports  on  which 
gave  very  satisfactory  standards  of  purity.  In  addition  twelve 
chemical  analyses  during  the  year  gave  uniform  findings. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo- solvent  action  and  on  no 
occasion  during  the  year  was  any  action  required-  in  respect  of 
any  form  of  contamination. 

D .  Housing 

No  special  problems  have  arisen;  work  carried  out  under 
Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act  has  been  restricted  to  those  repairs 
of  a  very  necessary  and  urgent  character. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

(a)  Milk  Supply  Routine  inspection  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Orders  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  Seventeen 
samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  count,  seventeen  for  phosphatase 
test  and  thirteen  for  methylene  blue  test.  The  phosphatase  test 
shows  seven  samples  to  come  in  Group  I,  four  in  Group  II  and  six 
in  Group  III.  The  attention  of  vendors  was  drawn  to  unsatis¬ 
factory  reports . 


(b)  Meat 

Slaughterhouses  ,  521  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises 

by  the  Inspectors  during  the  year,  and  6,311  carcases  were  inspected, 
such  figure  including  animals  slaughtered  optside  the  borough  during* 
the  year.  Slaughtering  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  slaughterhouse  in 
the  borough  was  discontinued  from  24th  March,  1944,  until  the  end 
of  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  period  in  December. 

The  total  amount  of  fresh  meat  and  offal  condemned  as  unsound  and 
unfit  for  food  amounted  to  58,592-lbs,  of  which  46,962-lbs  or 
80.1  per  cent  was  tubercular.

ADULTERATION 

(a)  Egg  Substitute  The  Analyst  ropoi  ted  that  this  nrL.*  °  e,v,oV'd 
not  be  described  as  """Egg  Substitute",  the  r^cylr?^  dipt  ion  being 
"Golden  Raising  Powder,T.  The  Food  Standards  (Baking  Powder  and  Golden 
Raising  Powder)  Order,  1944,  requires  not  less  than  8  per  cent 
available  carbon-dioxide  in  such  powder  and  the  sample  was  deficient 
in  this  respect.  Enquiry  at  the  vendor's  premises  showed  that  this 
sample  was  the  only  packet  left  of  a  very  old  consignment.  The 
vendor’s  attention  was  drawn  to  the  requirements  of  the  Order. 


(b)  Milk  (5  samples)  (i)  This  sample  contained  8.11  per  cent 
of  milk  solids  other  than  milk  fat,  equivalent  to  4-§-  per  cent  of 
added  water.  (ii)  This  sample  contained  2.91  per  cent  of  milk  fat 
and  was  in  consequence  3  per  cent  deficient  in  milk  fat  content. 
Both  samples  were  from  the  same  producer  and  proceedings  were 
taken  against  him,  the  cages  being  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs, 
(iii)  The  Analyst  reported  that  this  sample  contained  83  per  cent 
of  added  water  and  was  in  consequence  80g  giber  cent  deficient  in 
milk’ fat.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  vendor  who  was  fined 
£20  and  costs.  (iv)  This  sample  contained  7.77  per  cent  of  milk 
solids  other  than  milk  fat,  equivalent  to  84-  per  cent  added  water, 
(v)  This  sample  contained  2*91  per  cent  of  milk  fat  and  was  in 
consequence  3  per  cent  deficient  in  milk  fat  content.  Samples (iv) 
and  (v)  were  taken  in  course  of  del  ivery  to  a  vendor  in  the 
borough.  In  view  of  court  £ocioidhs  in  cases  of  a  similar 
character  the  Council  was  advised  that  further  proceedings 
should  not  be  taken. 

During  the  year  eight  informal  samples  of  milk  were  tested 
for  milk  fat  content.  These  samples  all  proved  genuine.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  general  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  was  again  low  during  the  whole  of  the  year  and  at  no  time 
was  there  any  epidemic  prevalence. 

Scarlet  Fever  The  total  of  58  cases  for  the  year  was  fairly 
low.  The  quarterly  incidence  was  10,  7,  20  and  21.  Only  six  of 
these  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 
The  usual  type  of  disease  seen  continues  extremely  mild  and  only 
in  selected  cases  is  admission  to  hospital  indicated. 

Diphtheria  The  quarterly  incidence  of  the  seven  proved  cases 
was  2,  2,3  and  0.  Four  of  such  occurred  in  children  under  15 
years  and  in  only  one,  a  mild  case,  was  there  a  past  history  of 
previous  immunisation.  One  un~ immunised  child  of  four  years  died 
of  haemorrhagic  diphtheria  within  24  hours  of  admission  to  hospital. 

Paratyphoid  The  only  confirmed  case  during  the  year  occurred 
in  a  Visitor  to  the  area,  whose  infection  was  definitely  traced  to 
«  small  outbreak  in  the  locality  of  previous  residence. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia  Ten  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
the  quarterly  distribution  being  3,  0,  2  and  5.  The  clinical 
picture  was  mild  in  eight  cases  but  two  required  admission  to 
nospital  and  in-patient  treatment  of  moderate  length.  There 
was  no  evidence  of  any  common  source  of  .infection  among  the  .cases 
and  no  death  occurred. 


Whooping  Cough  Notification  of  such  disease  is  irregular, 
probably  owing  to  recognition  being  difficult  and  often  delayed. 
Two  child  deaths  were  registered  from  such  cause  during  the  year. 

Measles  There  was  a  moderate  prevalence  of  such  in  the 
early  months  of  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  Efforts  for  securing  the  immuni¬ 
se  tion~bTchIldren  under  5  years  of  age  continued- during  the 
year,  with  an  additional  407  children  under  5  years  and  118 
over  5  and  under  15  years  completing  such  course. -*  Special 
.efforts,  particularly  home  canvassing  by  health  visitors, -con¬ 
tinued  for  securing  protection  of  children  age  1-5- years  -to  avoid 
.postponment  of  such  measure  till  the  age  of  school-  entry.-  '  Ref 
.erence  to  the  total  annual  births  shows  such  local- efforts  to 
have  had  a  very  considerable  success.  While  continued  - 
migration  of  child  population  makes  exact  determination  difficult 
it  is  estimated  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  about  78  per  cent  of 
infants  aged  1-5  years  were  immunised,  with  a  considerably  higher 
: igure  well  over  80  per  cent  for  school  children. 

Occasional  cases  of  diphtheria  occur  sporadically  in  the  area 
and  there  are  strong  grounds  for  believing  that  the  hi&h  pro¬ 
portion  of  local  children  immunised  is  the  important  limiting 
factor  to  any  real'  spread.  Diphtheria  has  in  the  past  been  the 
most  important  single  cause  of  death  in  children  of  rsChool  age 
but  the  Registrar  General's  figures  show  only  two  deaths  in 
Lowestoft  during  the  last  eight  years  as  against  forty  lives 
lost  in  the  .previous  eight.
